Others 
impute the caufe of the Pox to 
the common trade whores drove 
with feveral Nations, whofe feed 
being forced and gathered toge- 
therinone Womb, might occa- 
fionakind of arotten Difeafe in 
_the privities, like feveral forts of 
Meat, caufe a corruption in the 
ftomach. But this {eems impro- 
bable, becaufe there having been 
whores from the beginning of the 
World; who drove a common 
Trade, they would neceffarily 
have bred the Pox long before 
the fiege of Naples. It was the 
epinion of fome, that the Pox 
_ was fent into the French Camp 
by a Neapolitan Witch, whofe 
Houfethey had robbed 5 but this 
{cems ridiculous to thofe, that 

believe 


believe now Miracles are ceafed, 
there be no Witches more in 
Nature. : 

Leonicenus believed, the Pox 
took its rife from a great over~ 
flowing of the river /yber. which 
vomited up a deal of ftinking 
rotten bodies, into a tra of the 
Air, that drove towards Naples, 
where it foon kindled the Pox. 
This is unlikely, fince the fame 
River had overflown many times 
before, without caufing fuch a 
contagious Difeafe. 

The Germans were of opinion, 
that feeding too oft upon Peafe 


and Bacon might breed the Pox, . 


and therefore their Magiftrates 
forbad the felling of all. forts of 
Peafe. This opinion is foun- 
xeafonable, that it needs no coi 
futation. 

3- After the recital of all thefe 
opinions, touching the outward 
caufe, 
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eaufe; or the firft occafion of the 
Pox, it’s time I fhould bend my 
difcourfe to a difcovery of the 
inward caufe, which by the ge- 
nerality of modern Phyficians is 
concluded to bea hiddeu malig- 
nant caufe, or certain malignant 
fteems, that pafs from one body 
into another, effecting fuch 
pocky accidents ( or fymptoms,) 
by hidden means. But our mo- 
dern Authors and Phyfictans are 
very full of their hidden. caufes 
and hidden difeafes, which to me 
fignities no more than fa, fa;

give my Reader a plaimer’ and 
more fatisfaétory refolve. Ihave 
already clearly proved to you, 
that the Pox had its firft rife 
fremacomplication ofa Scurvy, 
witha mangy Itch, and.a com- 
mixture of both their caufes;

By a Scorbutick Pox, in a 
large acception , may be under- 
ftood a Sct irvy, gotten by a Ve- 
gee laath cada. and, of fuch I 
have treated more than a few 3 
but ftrictly it’s a Pox, whofe 

chief fymptom 3 isa fort of fi fugitive 
flying pains, that fometimes cau- 
fes a diftenfion in the mufculous 
parts of the arms > other times 
in the legs; breaft , head, belly 
efpecially,and fide.

‘Their tm- 
mediate caufe is a virulent 
wind, diftending, and corroding 
the membranes of the mufcles.

However it’s apparent by the 
teftimonies of thefe fo reputed 
Phyficians . China root obtains 
a moft energick, vertue, for re- 
toring. Emaciated pocky He- 
&ticks, which the Reader poili- 
bly -may obferve.,, I have more 
than once contradiéted in this 
Treatize... Befides, that its ver- 
tue isnot exhaled; though tranf- 
ported: through fuch hot climes, 
and kept feven, eight, or ten 
years before it’s called into ufe, 
feems evidently demonftrated 
by the fanguine tinéture’ it con- 
tributes to the liquor:an a de- 


cottion or broath, which doubt- 


lefs muft be detived from a po- 
tent Sulphur that is deeply la- 
tent inthe roct , and by a long 
continuated. ebullition is. only 
extracted, 
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extracted, and confequently is 
not ‘expofed to exhalation. 
Moreover it might be argued, 
that the chief energy of op- 
pugning this virulent venom, 
is not inherent in the volatile 
parts of antivenereal-drugs, but 
rather in their fixe'falts » which 
a long ebullition doth melt and 
éxtraét, as may be inftanced in 
Gusiacum, which its age is uni- 
verfally imagined doth render 
fitter'for ufe-and: exalted to a 
“moré/puiffant faculty, as if} | 
length of time were xequifite 
to-concoét its parts, and -per- 
duce its latent Sulpbar to ma- 
turity.. My anfwer to thefeob- 
jections imports, that the anti- 
venereal vertue 5 which 1s at- 
tributed to China and Saifa, is 
chiefly lodged in its volatile 
faline particles , the Indians 
{carce repofing» any confidence

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of vertue in the formerjunlels frefh 
taken out of the ground,experience 
convincing them, that few owe 
their cure to it,after it hath been ex- 
pofed’8 or 10 dais to the air.More- 
over the evident manner, which 
is conceived that drug doth exert 
its activity through againft the Pox 
is by fweat,which Icould never de- 
¢é4 in a fole deco&tion of (hint. 
Neither‘can any manifeft qualities 
be difcovered in its fixt particles, 
which by 4 long dectétion are aimed 
to be extracted, whereby it fhould 
melt &attenuate humours, and fo 
profufe-a {weat,and with it the ve- 
nomous miafms 3 if fo, there is lit- 
tle certainty of its antigallick ver- 
tiie, unlefs repofed in its hidden 
powers, which tew now a dates can 
confide in. On the other hand 
Gualacum declares its -vertue by 
its manifeft qualities, réfiding in its 
fixt falin and fulphurous particles, 
or

or an acid falt, and a potent expan™ 
five /s phar, as the Anatomy of its 
parts by fire doth evidently repre; 
fent to you, by theacid fpirir, and 
a {trong fulphurous oil it -yeilds, 
through. the .former attenuating 
and penetrating: into thofe humors, 
that harbour. the infection, and 
through the latterdeterging, cols 
liquating, diffufing and propelling 
the faid humors. out at the.pores; 
together with the virulent miafms, 
Moreover jt muft not be doubted, 
but che oldeft.and longeft-cut Guay 
acum 1s molt prevalent fora pockie 
purpofe, time feeming to concog 
its “s pour and,exalt its particles to 
a.greater energie, or rather-time 
opening. the pores of that hard 
wood, &.difuniting the fulphurous 
parts from thefalin, (whofe. eidun 
and ¢lofe connexion is the caufe 
of the hardnefs of the faid wood.) 
whereby. it afterwards refults more 
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ast and capable of rendring. its 
fulphurous and falin particles toa- 
ny liquor, by a far fhorter ebulliti- 
on, than if the faid wood weré 
newer. That time doth fo confi- 
derably exalt and fublime the ver- 
tues of bodies, will be plainly atte- 
fted to you by the*volatization of 
the fpirit of Vitriol , which Lima- 
eine few can thew befides my felf, 
having the poffeffion of a fpirit fo 
volatil, that it diffufes it felf to a 
very great diftance, not without a 
pleafant {cent to the olfactive or- 
gan, anda moft fubtil infinuation 
into the remoteft effuges of the 
brain, and betmg dropt into ali- 
quor,proves diaphoretick, which is 
accounted an excellent vertu when 
accompanying, an acidity.
